All  Will  Thrive  in  the  South 

Enrich  your  land  with  Legumes  and  Cover  crops. 
Plant  Grasses,  Millet,  Rape,  Clover  and  Rye  for  green 
winter  feed,  and  protect  your  land  from  weeds  and  leach- 
ing while  you  are  at  it. 

Alfalfa  is  the  most  profitable  Southwestern  fall  crop 
when  planted  in  properly  prepared,  well  drained  land — 
and  it’s  the  greatest  soil  enricher.  If  you  haven’t  got  a 
good-sized  Alfalfa  plot,  start  one  this  fall. 

Clovers,  Hairy  Vetch  and  Cow  Peas  are  other 
Legumes  we  recommend  that  will  put  nitrate  into  your 
soil  and  make  fine  winter  feeding  for  your  stock  when 
feed  prices  are  highest. 

Rape  is  a popular  green  winter  feed  for  stock  and 
poultry. 

Rye  and  Rarley  are  great  Cover  crops  and  will 
afford  fine  winter  pasture  for  all  kinds  of  stock. 

Rosen  Rye  and  Abruzzi  Rye  are  the  most  profit- 
able Southern  varieties.  We  recommend  Rosen  Rye  as 
the  Rest  Rye  We  Enow. 

Millet  for  forage  has  proven  very  successful  in  this 
climate  when  planted  in  August. 

Grasses — We  list  a good  variety  of  grasses  and  we 
specially  recommend  Sudan,  Kentucky  Blue  Grass, 
Rescue  Grass,  Italian  Rye  Grass,  Perennial  Rye 
Grass.  Sudan  should  be  planted  Right  Now.  Not  later 
than  early  August  unless  you  live  in  the  lower  South. 

Most  of  these  crops  will  enrich  your  soil.  All  of 
them  will  produce  good  winter  feed  when  feed  prices 
are  highest — and  all  of  them  will  protect  your  land  from 
weeds  and  leaching. 

This  is  the  time  to  start.  You  should  prepare  your 
gound  right  now.
